over the stage in the assembly room of the Colonial Club 
where the North Carolina Federation held its annual 
convention, there was arranged a series of letters in 
red carnations “N. C. F. W. Clubs,” and in the midst of 
these red letters was the design of a white Keystone, of 
white carnations, and a red key was outlined in red 
carnations on this white Keystone, and thus by symbols 
“the official organ” was truly the Keystone of the North 


Carolina Federation.

HE great event of the year for South Carolina Club- 
women—the Annual Convention of the State Fed- 
eration—is over, and as we record the events of 
this Eighth Annual Meeting of that representative body 
of Southern women, we must first pay tribute to the 
beautiful hospitality of our hostess—town of Rock Hill 


—whose sons and daughters left nothing undone to 


make the convention held in their progressive little 
city an event, long to be remembered in the annals of 
the S. C. Federation of Women’s Clubs. vee 

By the afternoon of May Ist all the officers and a 
majority of the delegates had arrived. At 4:30 Tues- 
day afternoon, there was a meeting of the State Exe- 
cutive Board at the new City Hall, where indeed all the 
sessions of the convention, as_ well 
and committee meetings were subsequently held, 
At this meeting of the Executive Committee six new 
clubs were admitted to the Federation, viz: The Cal- 
houn Study Club, Anderson; the Woman’s Literary 
Club, Gaffney; the Tuesday Afternoon Book Club, 
Ridgeway; the Civic Improvement League, Summer- 
ville; the Kindergarten Association, Greenwood, and 
the Euepian Club, Rock Hill. 

At 8:00 p. m.—The first open session of the convention 
took place and the interesting programme, furnished a 
charming evening for the large audience assembled in 
the City Hall, which was beautifully decorated for the 
occasion. After the invocation by Rev. W. B. Dun- 
can, and two charming numbers by Mrs. R. W. Gibbes, 
and the Misses Reed, Haskell and Izard, cordial ad- 
dresses of welcome were delivered by Mayor John T. 
Roddey, on behalf of the City of Rock Hill, and by 
Mrs. Paul Workman, the charming president of the 
Rock Hill City Union of Women’s Clubs, Mrs. An- 
drew C. Moore, of Columbia, former State Corres- 
ponding Secretary, made a most happy response. After 


several attractive songs by the gifted quartette, Mr. 


A. S. Salley, Jr., delivered an interesting and thought- 
ful address on South Carolina History. ‘Sweet and 
Low” by the four sweet singers closed the evening’s 
programme. : 

Wednesday morning at 9:30 there was a short meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors, and the first business 
session of the convention was called to order promptly 
at 10 o'clock. After a soprano solo by Miss Lillian Ry- 
der, which was much applauded, the Credential Com- 
mittee, through its chairman, Mrs. G. E. Gibbon, 
Charleston, made the following report: present, seven 


as . Board 


officers: President, Mrs. W. K. Sligh; First Vice Presi- 
dent, Mrs. A. F. McKissick; Second Vice President, 
Mrs. B. G. Clifford; Recording Secretary, Mrs. J. E. 
Sirrine; Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. Julius M. 
Visanska; Treasurer, Miss Varina D. Brown; Auditor, 
Mrs. W. B. Wilson, Sr.; six chairmen: Kindergarten, 
Miss M. E. Klinck; Library, Mrs. M. P. Gridley; Art, 
Mrs. A. G. Brice; Music, Mrs. R. W. Gibbes; Forestry, 


and Civics, Mrs. Rufus Fant, Arts and Crafts, Mrs. R. H. 


Jennings; and 84 delegates from clubs. 


The Committee on Rules then submitted rules to 
govern the workings of the convention. 


This com- 
mittee was composed of Mrs. J. C. Tiedeman, Miss 
Mazyck and Mrs. S. M. Rice,Jr. Reports of Second 


Vice President, Recording and Corresponding Secre- 


taries followed next, also the Treasurer’s Report, which 
had been audited and found correct The President 
then made her annual address, which was an eloquent 
plea for loyalty to both State and General Federations, 
as well as an encouraging report of good work during 
the past year. Fraternal greetings from five General 
Federation officers, four members of the General Fed- 
eration Board of Directors, and eleven presidents of 
State Federation were read by the Corresponding Sec- 
retary, all indicated of kindly sympathy and _ hearty 
interest in the work and welfare of the South Carolina 
Federation. By a rising vote, the convention directed 
the Corresponding Secretary to send a message of 
sympathy to the women of California, in their recent 
calamity. 

One of the most beautiful and touching greetings re- 
ceived from distant friends, was the letter which came 
from the President of the California Federation, Mrs. 


J. E. Cowles. The first department report submitted 


was that of music, read by Mrs. R. W. Gibbes, chair- 
man, who had arranged such an attractive musical pro- 
gramme for the convention. This report was listened to 


attentively and discussed appreciatively. Next came 


the report of the Department of Arts and Crafts, in 
which Mrs. Jennings, the able chairman, made the sug- 


gestion that the Departments of Art and Arts and 
Crafts be combined. This suggestion was discussed and 


acted upon, to the end, that for the future these two 
departments are merged, under the name of Art and 
Handicraft. At the close of the Arts and Crafts ses- 
sion, it was decided that some good work typical of 
South Carolina be sent to the Arts and Crafts exhibit 
to be held in connection with the St. Paul Biennial. 
Mrs. A. F. McKissick next presented her report of 
magnificent work as Chairman of the Committee for the 
Establishment of the Reformatory Industrial School 
for White Boys in South Carolina and in closing urged 
the State’s clubwomen to endeavor to raise $2,000 be- 
tween now and June, 1907, toward a library building 
for the reformatory, and a memorial tablet to our 
lamented ex-president, Mrs. M. O. Patterson, to whom 
the reformatory idea owes its inception. If the club 
women raise the required $2,000 within the given time, 
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a friend has offered an additional $2,000 towards the 
good work, so that it behooves every clubwoman to see 
that our Federation does not lose so fine an opportunity. 
The morning session of the convention was fittingly 
closed. by a_ beautiful memorial service—a loving 


tribute by the whole Federation to the memory of Mrs. 


Patterson, our Federation’s third president, who laid 
down her life-work since our last annual meeting. 
Touching resolutions prepared by Mrs. Petty, were 
read by Mrs. Sloan Crawford, of Spartanburg, then 
Mrs. Gridley eloquently and feelingly spoke of the life 
and works of the noble woman who has gone before us; 
Mrs. B. G. Clifford also added a few fond words, and 


the simple service was closed with a suitable Hymn and 
short Prayer. Adjournment was made until 2:30 p. m., 


and during the interval a tempting lunch was served 


the delegates by the Ann White Chapter U. D. C., of 


Rock Hill. 

The first number in the afternoon’s programme was 
the Report of the Art Department, presented by the 
chairman, Mrs. Brice, after which, reading of Club Re- 
ports was begun. Clubs were called in alphabetical 
order, beginning with Anderson, then Bennettsville, 
Blacksburg, Charleston, Chester, Columbia, Darlington 
and Edgefield. Next came the half-hour reserved for 
Civics. Mrs. Fant, the able and energetic chairman, 
read her excellent report, and then announced that she 
had arranged for a discussion, Does. Civic Improve- 
ment Pay? Miss Mauldin, of Anderson, spoke from a 
commercial standpoint, Mrs. Visanska, of Charleston, 
from an educational standpoint, and Mrs. Fant closed 
the discussion with a paper on the aesthetic value of 
Civic Improvement. 
briefly on Best Plans and Methods. These discussions 
and papers were followed by reports from the Civic 


Clubs and Leagues of Bennettsville, Anderson, Charles- 


ton, Darlington, Greenville, Summerville and Sumter, 
after which the two following resolutions were put and 
carried: First, That the Federation put itself on record 
as favoring a more general observance of Arbor Day; 
Second, That the Federation put itself on record as 
favoring Legislative appropriation towards keeping the 
State-House. grounds 

In the evening from 8:30 to 11, the delegates and their 
hostesses were welcomed as the guests of Rock Hill’s 


Commercial Club and ar opportunity was given the 


city’s leading citizens and the State’s clubwomen to be- 
come acquainted. Promptly at 10 o’clock, Thursday 
morning, the corivention asembled and after a most 
beautiful soprano solo by Mrs. C. S. Ligon, of Ander- 
son, and the reading of the minutes of Wednesday’s ses- 
sions, Club Reports were continued, Rock Hill, Spar- 


tanburg, Summerville, Union, Seneca, Prosperity, 


Orangeburg, Ridgeway, Greenville, followed by reports 
of the four City Federations of Charleston, Rock Hill, 
Greenville and Orangeburg. In the absence of Miss 
Vander Horst, of Charleston, the Coresponding Secre- 


tary read the Report of the Civil Service Reform Com-’ 


mittee. The Committee on Dividing the State into 
Club Districts reported through the chairman, Mrs. 
Ansel, and, on motion, the recommendation was ac- 
cepted. The Report of the Department of Domestic 


Miss Varina Brown also spoke. 


Science was read by Mrs. Sloan Crawford, and at I1 
o’clock the convention visited Winthrop College in a 
body, where the Kindergarten report was presented 
with a practical demonstration, and an opportunity 
was given the delegates to see the actual workings of 
the Domestic Science and other industrial branches 
of the college. Twelve o’clock found the delegates once 
more at City Hall, and until 1 o’clock, were heard re- 
ports from clubs. 

After a delightful luncheon, served by the King’s 


Daughters and City Union of Women’s Clubs of Rock > 


Hill, the convention re-assembled at 2 o'clock. The 
club reports having been concluded, the Reciprocity 
Report was read by Miss L. B. Poppenheim the chair- 
man, Miss Mary Poppenheim, not being present. The 


Keystone Report, also prepared by Miss Mary Poppen- 


heim, was read by Mrs. Julius M. Visanska, Manager 
of the S. C. Column of the Keystone, and at the con- 


clusion of these reports, the convention gave a rising 
vote of thanks to the Editors and their co-workers of 


the Keystone for their labors in behalf of Southern 
club work throughout the columns of the official or- 
gan. Mrs. McKissick next concluded her report on 
the Industrial School, closing with a loving tribute to 
the memory of Mrs. Paterson, after which Mrs. M. P. 
Gridley made an encouraging renort from the Library 
Department. Mrs. Clifford asked for time to bring to 
the notice of the clubwomen present the noble work of 


the Charleston Port Society, and read extracts from let- 


ters received from grateful seaman, who had been cared 
for in that institution. | 

On recommendation of the Recording Secretary, 
Chairmen of Departments were asked to confine their 
reports for the Year Book to 200 words, which would 
considerably reduce cost of printing. Election of of- 
ficers was next in order, the ballotting resulting as fol- 
lows: President, Mrs. A. F. McKissick, Greenwood; 
First Vice President, Mrs. Paul Workman, Rock Hill; 
Second Vice President, Mrs. B. G. Clifford, Union (re- 
elected); for Recording Secretary, Mirs. J. E. Sirrine 
was re-nominated, but declined re-election, and Mrs. 
J. A. Russell, Greenville, was elected in her place; Cor- 
responding Secretary, Mrs. Julius M. Visanska, 
Charleston, (re-elected); Treasurer, Mrs. R. H. Jen- 
nings, Orangeburg; Auditor, Mrs. W. B. Wilson, Sr., 
Rock Hill, (re-elected). 

An invitation for the Federation’s Convention of 
1907 to meet in Orangeburg, having been extended by 
Mrs. H. C. Wannamaker, President of the Orangeburg 
City Union, the invifation was accepted with applause 
and a rising vote of thanks. | 

For Thursday evening our program read “An 
evening at Winthrop College,’ and a most charming 
evening it proved to be. An hour’s reception, friend- 
ly greetings and a tour of the beautiful reception rooms: 
then another hour of exquisite music in the imposing 
college auditorium, followed by daintily served salads 


and ices made the evening an event long to be remem- 


bered as one of the most attractive features of a memor- 
able convention. 

Friday morning’s session was perhaps in some re- 
spects one of the most interesting of the entire con- 
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vention and it is only to be regretted that many of the 


delegates had already left for home, for the few hours’ — 


session contained much food for earnest thought, and 
was a source of great inspiration for all so fortunate as 
~ to be present. The first event on the morning’s pro- 
gram was the reading of resolutions of thanks pre- 
sented by Mrs. W. Hampton Perry, Chairman of Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. Then Mrs. J. T. Alderman, 
President North Carolina Federation of Woman’s Clubs 
was presented and made a pleasing and thoughtful ad- 
dress on the influence of club work, after which there 
was an open discussion of club interests, led by Mrs. 
B. G.. Clifford. Miss Beeks, of New York, made an 
excellent and inspiring address, urging the need of 
legislative action in the direction of compulsory educa- 
tion, as the only means of solving many of the problems 
now confronting us in the South. At the conclusion of 
Miss Beeks’ Address. Mrs. Sligh addressed a few well- 
chosen words of farewell as president of the S. C. Fed- 
eration, and presented to the delegates present, their 
newly-elected president and officers, thus gracefully 
closing a faithful and successful administration—an ad- 
ministration which will always be a pleasant memory to 
those whose good fortune it was to serve with our 
modest, efficient and lovable fourth State President. 


This brought our Ninth Convention to a happy close,’ 


and immediately upon adjournment, the Board of Di- 
rectors met and elected the following chairmen of de- 
partments: 

Education, Miss Varina D. Brown, Anderson; Kin- 
dergarten, Miss M. Elizabeth Klinck, Charleston; Li- 
brary, Mrs. M. P. Gridley, Greenville; Art and Handi- 
craft, Miss Jane Waterhouse, Beaufort; Music, Mrs. R. 
W. Gibbes, Coumbia; Forestry and Civics, Mrs. Rufus 


Fant, Anderson; Reciprocity, Miss Mary B. Poppen- 


heim, Charleston. 


As the Reformatory Bill has passed the Legislature, 
the Committee for the securing of the 
School has no cause to exist, but, in dispensing with it, 
the Executive Board assumes charge of the school’s 
interests and will endeavor to hasten the work of rais- 
ing funds for the proposed memorial and library. _ 

And so we write finis to this recital of the Rock 
Hill Convention—another chapter in the story of work 
and endeavor, earnest, unselfish, aspiring, which has 
insured the growth and development of the South Caro- 
lina Federation of Women’s Clubs and has placed it 
where it stands to-day, in the front ranks of federated 
organizations of Southern Women!

Ge Mississippi Federation has not before taken up Home Econ- 


omics, but, with a committee composed of three of the most

of the Federation, all speakers and members of standing 
committees to seats on the stage, was very effective in 
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bringing into touch with one another women who had 
been active and serviceable to the Federation in its. past 
as well as its present undertakings. The addresses of 
welcome were graceful and suitable, that of Dr. Cyrus 
Northrup, President of Minnesota State University, be- 
ing especially warm and appreciative of the Federation 
and its possibilities. Greetings from the Association of 
Collegiate Allumnae by Miss Breckenridge, of Ken- 
tucky, from the Mothers’ Congress, by Mrs. Schoff, 
from the American Civic League, by Mrs. Upton, from 
the Club Women of Canada from the National Wo- 
man’s Suffrage Association, from the Lyceum Club of 
London, England, by Mrs. Ann Warner French; from 
the Musical Clubs of America, by Mrs. Russell Dorr, and 
from the Lyceum Club of Berlin, Germany, by Miss 
Mueller, made the clubwomen of America realize that 
their work was being appreciated and approved of by 
women’s organizations all over the world. The presi- 
dent’s report was concise and to the point, carrying six 
recommendations}; namely, the establishment of a 
bureau of information with a paid custodian; the advisa- 
bility of the General Federation Secretary being the 
medium of communication between this bureau and the 
clubs in the State; a continuance of the Council meet- 
ings between Biennials; the necessity of the holding 
over of standing committees until their successors 
should be appointed; the combination of the Child 
Labor and the Industrial Committees, with one stand- 


ing committee, and the necessity for establishing a new 


standing committee, known as the “Outlook Commit- 
tee’ whose duty should be to seek new work for the 
Federation. All of these recommendations were adopted 


and will be put into operation in the coming year. 


The report of the Corresponding Secretary and the 
Membership Committee showed that since the last Bien- 
nial 103 new clubs and the Idaho State Federation had 
joined the General Federation and 130 clubs had re- 
signed membership in the General Federation. Every 
State is now on the roll of the General Federation, Vir- 
ginia appearing for the first time with two individual 
clubs. 


The present membership of the G. F. W. C. includes 
46 State Federations, 846 individual Clubs, 1 national 
soci .y, 2 District Federations, and 6 City Federations, 
with an approximate membership in all of five hundred 
thousand women. 


The treasurer reported, received from the former 
treasurer at St. Louis Biennial, $8,000; receipts up to 
date, $21,514; expenses, $9,838; balance on hand, $11,- 
675. These items did not-include any expenses of the 
St. Paul Biennial, which must be deducted later on. 


Of the various morning sessions in the armory, tle 
Forestry, the Literature and the Pure Food sessions 


seemed to carry the strongest message and arouse the 


greatest interest among the delegates. Mr. Enos Mills 
and Mr. Geo. Maxwell, the speakers at the forestry 
session, aroused the greatest enthusiasm and brought to 
the Federation such a personal message that they will 
long be remembered. Dr. Clark in his address on “The 


Spirit of Literature,” struck the keynote of the life of 


culture and made a plea for a larger place for literature 
and real culture in the American life of to-day. At the 


Literature conference which followed this session, Dr. 
Clark spoke again showing the club woman that she 
is not willing to spend enough for literature and pure 
culture. The discussion of the topics of Limited Liter- 
ary Clubs, expert programs and the province of the 
club for serious study or general culture were earn- 
estly entered into. That the study of literature still has 
a strong hold on the clubs in the Federation was very 
evident from the large audience which filled Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church for this conference. ‘The 
Pure Food session opened the eyes of many 
club women to the importance of the consideration of 
this question and Dr. Ohage, Health Commissioner of 
St. Paul, gave an address at the Civic session on “Mu- 
nicipal Sanitation and Civic Improvement,” which laid 
before the Federation all the possibilities for evil in this 
matter of food. Quite a little stir was. occasioned 
when it was decided for each State delegation present 
to send a telegram to each Senator and Representative 
from their respective States requesting the passage of 
the Pure Food Bill. A telegram was also sent to Speak- 


er Cannon, requesting the hearing at this session of 


Congress of the bill on the Appalachean and White 
Mountain Reserve. The first answer from the tele- 
grams about the pure food bill was received by the 
Louisiana delegation, later on many other delegations 
received telegrams reporting encouraging progress for 
the Pure Food Bill. If nothing else were done at the 
Biennial, the earnest and intelligent presentation of 
this matter of the question of pure food in American 
homes is one that would mark the meeting as useful to 
American women. The Civil Service Reform Commit- 
tee work was reported by Miss Clark, of Missouri, in 
the absence of Miss Bacon, who was detained at home | 
by the serious illness of her father. This report showed 
that six State Federations and over one hundred clubs are 
actively at work with Committees on Civil Service Re- 


form. This committee urged sympathetic investigation 


of State institutions and an endeavor on the part of 
clubwomen to put these institutions under the merit 
system. 

The Educational Conference was one of the most 
interesting of the entire Biennial. Miss Abbott conduct- | 
ed it with much dignity and system, and the discus- 
sion “Opportunities for American Women in English 
Universities,’ as exemplified by the scholarship plan 
of the Society of American Women in London, aroused 
great interest. The idea of establising scholarships for 


American women in English Universities and the offer 


of such a scholarship by this society for the District of 
Columbia, brought out much discussion on the higher 
education of women in which Dean Gill of Barnard, 
Prof. Sanford of University of Minnesota, and Miss 
Sabine, Dean of Milwaukee Downer College took part. 
This conference recommended to the incoming Educa- 
tional Committee of the G. F. W. C. the raising of one 
scholarship for the General Federation to offer to young 
women for post graduate study in an English Univer- 
sity, and this recommendation was endorsed by the con- 
vention. This action represents one of the material 
results of the Biennial and puts the G. F. W. C. on rec- 
ord as offering something definite to women in educa- 
tion. 
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The Industrial Committee in their session introduced 
the unique feature of addresses by working girls, showing 
their attitude towards the industrial problems of the day. 
As the employer’s side was not presented at all, many 
delegates expressed doubts as to the value of this ex- 
periment and the possibility is that very little advance 
was made in the clear understanding of the industrial 
problems of the day as presented to the clubwomen. In 
the industrial conference some discussion arose as to the 


possibility of a nearer approach of capital and labor, but 


the psychological moment did not arrive and the con- 
ference came to no definite conclusion. 

The questions of developing the machinery for work- 
ing out the organization of the G. F..W. C. may be sum- 
med up in three topics: First—the amendments to the 
Constitution; these were generally a classification. of 
rules and the defining of the duties of officers, and were 
adopted; the representation of officers and directors be- 
ing left the same. The amendment to add three vice 
presidents was lost as was also the other amendment to 
increase the size of the Board of directors to a repre- 
sentative from each State. The amendment to increase 
the number of vice presidents was generally popular 


as it was a medium course to enlarge the representa-_ 
_ tion on the board, but it was voted down by those dele- 


gates who wished representation for each State and 
who hoped by killing this first amendment to secure 
representation from each State which is impractical. 
Chairmen of standing committees by the adopted 
amendments were given a vote in person at the Biennial 
conventions. The work of amending the Constitution 
of the G. F. W. C., however, is still not completed, as 


these standing committees are not enumerated in the 


Constitution. This matter will probably be taken up at 
the next Biennial. 

Second: The establishment of the Bureau of Informa- 
tion at the suggestion of.the president was a step in de- 
veloping the G. F. W. C. along certain lines. The con- 
vention decided to establish this bureau with a paid 


for this bureau and the person to be in charge of it were 
not decided upon at this convention. 


The third topic pertaining to the routine of organiza-. 


tion was the adoption of an official organ. The Federa- 
tion Bulletin of Massachusetts was adopted with the un- 
derstanding that they would send one copy each month 
free of charge to State Federation presidents, Federa- 
tion secretaries, club presidents, General Federation 
officers and chairmen of General Federation standing 
committees, and that they would issue advance sheets 


of federation news to all State official organs and such 


newspapers carrying official club notes. 

The evening sessions were open to the public and 
were very brilliant and partook somewhat of social func- 
tions. The first evening was given over to the address- 
es of welcome while the second night session was espe- 
cially effective in the presentation of the reports of State 
presidents. These representative women were grouped 
on the stage and at a glance one was able to appraise 
the value of the club movement by the general appear- 
ance of its local leaders in the various States and ter- 
ritories. Mrs. Decker introduced each one with some

In these State reports'one was given a very fair idea 
of the diversified interests of the American Club woman.
